It was o n the basis o f 
this inv ento ry that the Ohio co u n­ 
cil based its co nclu sio ns and issu ed 
ratings o f a “spo tcheck” taken 
natio nally . 
The check was made 
largely o n newspaper and radio 
adv ertising. 
In the bu reau ’s repo rt, the re­ 
su lts o i the su rv ey were hailed as 
"splendid ev idence that American 
retailers hav e the 
co u rage 
and 
ability to regu late their o wn af­ 
fairs.” 
The retailers o f Washingto n C. 
H. were in the select gro u p o f 
merchants o f o nly 34 cities in the 
state w hich were giv en a rating o f 
“E” fo r “ex cellent”—which meant 
their o bserv ance o f the po licy was 
90 to 100 percent perfect. Green- 
tleld was the o nly o ther city in 
this immediate sectio n in this class. 
In the nex t gro u p giv en a “G” 
rating—go o d with 80 to 90 per­ 
cent o bserv ance—were mo st o f the 
state’s 
big cities. 
Wilmingto n, 
Xenia and Circlev ille were amo ng 
the 30 in this gro u p. Other cities 
in the state were o n do wn the list. 
In co mmenting o n the high rat­ 
ing giv en Washingto n C. H., o ne

Sa mple Da y ’s Die t for Two Ye a r Old 


By LOGAN CLENDEMNG, M. D. 
THE MODERN tendency , as I 
said last week, is to allow chil­ 
dren ex tra food in addition to milk 
much earlier in life than formerly . 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only , and then only through 
his column. 


It used to be feared that the in­ 
fant’s digestion was not any thing 
like an adult's and that it could 
not handle solid food. 
There has been much recent 
work on the digestive secretion 
at different ages and this indicates 
that the child at seven months be­ 
gins to elaborate secretions which 
rapidly approach the amount and 
concentration of adults. For in­ 
stance, taking as a standard of 
stomach secretion the amount of 
hy drochloric acid secreted (and 
this is the best standard we have 
because stomach digestion depends 
upon hy drochloric acid almost en­ 
tirely ) the new born infant has a 
figure of 20. At six months this 
has risen to 25; at twelve months 
to 40. And during the first y ear 
it jumps almost double to 70. At 
fifteen y ears it is about 250, which 
is the adult figure. 
So we see that a one to two y ear 
ipfant has the capacity to digest 
about a third as well as the adult. 
Even this figure however is some­ 
what rigid and in practice it is 
found that from the end of the 
first y ear on the infant can digest 
nearly any thing, provided some al­ 
lowance is made for the state of 
the teeth and other commonsense 
considerations. In short, 
wh a t the 
infant of that age eats is limit­ 
less, but the preparation, cooking, 
sub-division, pureeing of it, etc., 
are the prime considerations. 
Furthermore, a newly discov­ 
ered digestive ferment, similar to 
the familiar pepsin, cathapepsin, 
has been found to be present in 
infants, 
and 
y oung 
children’s 
stomachs in amounts greater than 
pepsin, and it increases early in 
life at a greater rate than pepsin. 
Since it acts as a digestant on 
about the same foods as pepsin, we 
have a situation that gives u« 
even more confidence in the in­ 
fant’s digestive powers. 
Here, then, is a sample day ’s 
diet for the second y ear, as ap- 
nroved by the very latest and most 


scientific authority I can find on 
infant feeding: 
Brea kfa et 
2 to 3 ounces of fruit, 
2 to 3 
ounces of cooked cereal with 
cream 
and a small amount of sugar, 1 
glass of milk, H slice of toast. 
S 'o o n 
1 egg, or 1 to 2 tablespoonfuls 
of ground meat, 1 tablespoonful of 
mashed or baked potato, 2 
to 3 
ounces of vegetable, % slice toast, 
or 1 graham cracker, with butter, 
1 glass of milk, a simple dessert, 
such as custard. 
Even in g 
Milk soup (vegetable puree with 
milk and butter), custard, or 
cotton cheese, or ground liver, 
or 
egg, 2 ounces of vegetables, Vi 
slice toast, or 1 graham cracker, 
with butter, 2 ounces of fruit, 1 
glass of milk (or less if milk soup 
has been given).

Answer: Rheumatism in early 
life lights on the valves of the 
heart, especially the mitral valve, 
creating a deformity which causes 
the blood to flow the wrong way 
occasionally . It may not give any 
trouble for many y ears. Often 
patients live to advanced age. 
They do not need treatment until 
the heart begins to fail late in 
the disease. 


C. D.:—In a tuberculosis

tarium I noticed visitors kissing 
the patients. Is this a dangerous 
practice.' 
Answer:—Decidedly . 


K. C. W.:—What is meant by 
enlarged spleen? 
What is

with many infections and blood 
diseases. It usually does no harm, 
but can be reduced 
by X-ray .

Worthlss debts occurring in a 
trade 
or business 
and 
arising 
from 
unpaid 
wages, 
salaries, 
rent, and sinvlar items are not 
allowable 
deductions in 
com­ 
puting Federal normal tax and 
surtax unices the amounts due 
have previously been included 
in income, either in the y ear in 
which the deduction as a bad 
debt is sought to be made or for 
previous y ear. 
Thus, uncol­ 
lectible debts rendered by pro­ 
fessional men, such as phy si­ 
cians, lawy ers, dentists, etc., are 
not deductible as bad debts un­ 
less the amount of such bills 
rendered has been included in 
the income reported 
by the tax ­ 
pay er. 
Where the tax pay er reports; 
on the cash receipts and disburse­ 
ments basis, it is obvious that 
the amount 
of the bad debt has 
not 
been returned 
as 
income, 
and the loss 
would not be de­ 
ductible from other income. The 
rule also applies to other debts 
arising out of services, such as 
salaries or wages due clerks, 
ex ecutives, and others for serv­ 
ices, and rental due landlords 
on rental property , as well as to 
debts arising out of sales in the 
case of a business conducted on 
the cash receipts and disburse­ 
ments basis.

dorser or guarantor reports on
